ALLIED LINE 
AGAIN PUSHED 
TOWARD HUNS 


Several PrisonersCaptured inFrench 


Raid Northeast of Locre—British 
Make Gains Near Merville and 
Break Up Hun Raid East of Ypres 


LONDON, MAY 11,—The allied line has been advanced northeast 


of Locre, the British war office announced today. 


(Locre lies about five miles southwest of Ypres, on the West Flan- 


ders' front, amidst the hills that tre Germans have vainly been trying 
to capture. The village itself w?s recently tdken by the French in a 
storm attack). 


A few German prisoners were captured. 
Successful raids were carried tut during the night west of Mcrvillt, 


where other prisoners were taken. 


The text of the official report follows: 
"French troops advanced our line slightly on Friday evening north- 


east ot Locre, and captured several pnsoneis. 


"We made successful raids west of Mcrville during the n-ght, and 


took a few prisoners there as well as a mach.ne gun. 


"The enemy attempted a raid cast of Yp-es but it was broken on by 


our fire."
